The London Telegraph of Nov. 1 says • 


Last night the Mayor of Birmingham pre- 


ded at a conversazione given by him to 
he teachers in all the public elementary 
chools in the town and others engaged in 
ducational work. Mr. John Bright, in the 
ourse of an address, said : " Tho Mayor 
'ben he asked me to come diil not tell me 
iat I was expected lo make any observa- 
ons. However, although I am a litlle 
taken in,'I beg to lliank the Mayor for 
Jrtnilting me to be here to night. To see 
lese rooms and ibis audience, lo feel 
lal I am to the presence of from 500 to 
)0 persons who are engaged in tho bonor- 
ble office of teaching, is a great pleasure, 
nd I hold this to be a meeting of a peculiar 
nd very interesting character. I do not 
low where such a meeting has been held 
efore. 
Certainly I have never been pres- 


nt at such a meeting. Now I am almost 
uie to say something of which some people 
0 not approve when I have to speak to a 
real number of my fellow-countrymen. I 
mil be very careful to-night not to give any 
asonable oSense. But I wsi going lo say 
at I am not sure it would have b»en pos- 
ble for the Mayor to send out invita- 
ons to h"ye.or_s.ixJuyiajBi1.rfir,«)iis.nf. jina 
ave had so much that is important to the 
esent and future of Ihis great community, 
uppose lie had broueht five hundred of 
our most skilful artisans. They 
work 


erely in the dead metal. They make 
mething beautiful for ornament or valua- 
e for use, but it does not establish any in- 
uence upon the future. 
Suppose the 


ayor bad sent to al! the ministers of rellg- 
n of the Established Church and the Non- 
nforuiist bodies in the town.

ave been compelled to believe tbat there is 
ardly any ell'ort made in any direction 
ith so little results as Ihe effort made by 
e ministers and teachers of religion. I 
ave road one and heard another curious 
xplaoiition of Ihis from two eminent miiiis- 
ts. A greal American divine said that as 
lople got older lucre was not only an ossi- 
cation of the outward mln but that tlie 
Iritual man also became ossified. I think 
ere is nothing more to be lamented lhan 
e fact. Ibat ministers of religion produce 


1 little effuct upon those among whom they 
inister. I beard another minister say be 
und in his experience that very few per- 
ns who had not paid any special regard 
religion by the time they became thirty 


ears of age found it extremely difficult to 
r the religious sentiment to be created ia 
eir mind at a later period in life. I will 
ot argue about that, but the teachers are 
a different position. They have a plastic 
aterial upon which they are able lo im- 
ess their minds and sentiments, ani 
ough 
tbat plastic material 
may be 


oved, worked and impressed for evil as 
ell as fur good. I hope the efforts of 
e great mass of teachers in our schools 
nd infinitely more for good than for 
•il. 
Education is not books alone. 
It 


not what is called Ihe " Three Es.' It is 
ot even classics and mathematics, of 
hich wbfiii I was young I know nothing, 
id of which I have not acquired any 
nowledge since. I regard what are culled 
ie classics—that is, the ancient language 
' Greece and Rome—as rather luxuries 
ian anything else. It is a luxury to know 
nything which is good and innocent; it is 
great deal of the past, not lhat it makes 
ou more powerful, but it is a pleasure to 
he person who knows. But I do not he- 
eve myself tbat there is anything in Ihe 
ay of wisdom which is to be obtained in 
iy of the books of the old languages 
hich at this moment may uot be found in 
ooks of our own literature. Therefore I 
link a man may be as great a man, and as 
oo£ a man, and as wise a man, knowing 
nly Lis own language, and the wisdom in 
, as if be knew all the Latin and Greek 
ooks that were ever written. But 1 say 
lere is another sort of education beyond 
iat of books. 
I think Miltoc describes 


ils sentiment in speaking of some ancient 
erson as— 
ecp versed in books, but shallow in liiroself, 
nd there is no doubt that there are. people 
ho know almost everything tbat may be 
nown in a library and yet they will hardly 
lake Ihcir way fiom one street to another, 
'eachers have two entirely different branch- 
s of labor. They have that of inslruct- 
ig them from their own conduct and their 
wn manner. It is belter than book-learn 
ug to be gentle—not the gentleness thai is 
weakness—for Ibere is a perfect genlleness 
which is combined with great force. You 
rant gentleness, you waut humanity. Hu- 
manity to animals is a creat point. If I 
were a teacher in a school I would make it 


very important part of my business lo 


inpress every boy and girl with the duty of 
is or her being kind to all animals. It is 
inpossible to say how much suffering there 
s in the world from the barbarity and un- 
iudness which people show to what we 
all the call the inferior creatures. Then 
liere is a quality of unselfishness. How 
nnch selfishness in families, how much 
elnshness in communities is the cause of 
ulsery and injustice. Teachers cannot pos- 
ibly have too high a sense of Ihe reeponsi- 
>ilily of their posillon and dulies. The 
cnse of that is growing ali over the 
•untry. Since the Educalion act passed 


the demand for teachers has enormously ii 
creased. Tlie consideration In which the 
are held Is so very much enhanced; ai 
you know, 1 hope and believe, that the re 
muueration given for teaching is probab 
Ihree times as much as il used lo bo. The 
ought to feel that upon their efforts depem 
to a large extent the character of our popu 
lallon in future times, not in Ihe chaiactc 
of individual men and women, but th 
actual position, honor and greatness of on 
country.

TIIK LONGEST AVENUE IN THE WOULD. 


—Dr. Finscb, in bis just published Iravels 
to Western Siberia, tolls us that tho great 
road from Nijni-Novgorod to Tiumen, in 
Siberia, is bordered, with a few gaps, by au 
alley of birches, which are sometimes in 
double rows.

EmTOB GAZKTTK :—Again we have the 


Immaculate Democracy with us, and Wash- 
ington, at last, realizes tbat the country is 
onco more safe. Congress assembled ac- 
cording toGunler or the Constitution—It 
matters little by which rule It was convened 
—and, as the cxlra session had settled all 
inch little preliminaries as electing Speaker, 
bouncing employes, etc., nothing was to be 
done ou the opening but call tbe roll and 
Inform tbe President that his political lucu- 
brations would be received. Both bouses 
presented an unusually bright appearance 
through tbe abundance of bouquets and 
flowers which decorated the desks of tbe 
presiding officer:), as well as those of the 
Senators and members. One could almost 
fancy himself at some college commence- 
ment, where zealous friends had sought to 
cheer the weak-kneed,budding orators with 
gifls of flowers and stage decorations, Sam 
Kandall's face fairly illuminated the House 
•with the smiles which shone through tbe 
bouquets and pyramids gracing the Speak- 
er's table. When the Message was an- 
nounced, each member pocketed his copy, 
which was simultaneously laid with the ar- 
rival of the president's private secretary, on 
his desk, and departed, leaving the Clerk to 
road to an empty hall. Such is the usual 
rule, and particularly was it so on Monday, 
because of the premature publication of the 
Message, through which everybody knew 
just what was coming. 


For a day or two the Democrats were 


happy in the thought that the President,by 
his financial lecotmnendations, bad fur- 
nished a petard to blow up the Itepublican 
party, but now they are not so confident, 
for it Is evident the republicans will not al- 
low themselven to bo divided on such 
ground. Under the guidance of such as 
tutu politicians as Senators Edmunds and 
Blame, a full harmonization of conflicting 
views may bo regarded as au assured fact, 
and if the Democrats suppose tbat the Re- 
publicans will bo guilty of such asinine 
blunders as have brought constant and un- 
interrupted defeat to the Democratic party, 
they are count! ug without their host. 


The improvements made in and about 


the Capitol havo been extensive, and con- 
duce largely to its beauty. Tbe broad ap- 
proaches, which extend from the avenues 
through the grounds on the west to tha 
Capitol tenace, have been kid iu ornamen- 
tal concrete, wilh guarding walls of white 
and blue stone, aud give much effect. 
The 


ventilating duds are complete. Paint and 
polish have beea freely used throughout thi 
building. Bruinidi's fresco in the rotunda 
lippftji'iuiu ino iu u beauty aifd grariceur o 
the painting which, as a woik cf the paint- 
er's art, surpasses ail others in the Capitol 
save those magnificent pictures of Moran 
representing scenes in the fellow Stone 
region. 


The recommendation of the Secretary o 


tho Treasury, in his report, and ot the 
President in hi.i Message, favoring the re 
tirementot the greenback from ciiculation. 
has developed a decided opposition to such 
a measure among most of the Republican 
members from the West, and among boll; 
Democrats and Republicans from the South. 
For two days it was the subject of discus- 
sion in the coat rooms, in the lobbies, and 
on the floor of the House, but now a calm 
succeeds the breeze, out of which there 
came the audible whisper from the potent 
voice of a strong majority—" The circula- 
ting medium shall not be decreased, aud the 
business of tbe country destroyed by such 
legislation!" 


The most important legislation antici- 


pated this session is a revision of the larilt. 
Whether tea, that beverage for which our 
forefathers raised such a row in Boston har- 
bor, is to be the object of taxation, or qui- 
nine, which feeds our statesmen to preserve 
their lives near the tadpole flats of the Fo 
tomac, has not yet been determined. 


The stealing and publication of the Pres- 


ident's Message and tbe report of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, before they were given 
to Congress, is still the subject of investiga- 
tion, much discussion, and, with a few, 
some swearing. Many theories and specu- 
lations are advanced as to the manner of 
pilfering them, und several fertile schemes 
set on foot by the Executive branch of the 
Government to get these documents, iu fu- 
ture, to Congress before the fingers of the 
thief takes them away aud sells them for 
$250. It is not the first instance of the 
kind, and therefore they will tax their inge- 
nuity only for the next administration to 
fall into the sarua trap. In 1887 President 
Johnson's message got into the papers be- 
fore It was reau to Congress, aud it was 
stated that tbe many journals publishing it 
paid $100 each for the document. Not- 
withstanding tbis experience and renewed 
Tigllance, in 18C8 Secretary of tbe Treasury 
McCulloch wasistartled by reading his re- 
port iu a New iork paper several days be- 
fore It was given lo Congress,

lumbia who have voluntarily remained dis- 
franchised for some years, in consequence 
of the great Influx of ragged aud destitute 
Africans from nil portious of the South, 
voting for anything lhat brought taxation 
to propeity-holdfrs, are now organizing 
with a view to bo reinstated with the rights 
of an American citizen and Ihe power of 
tbe ballot.

The noonday sun, however bright, still casts 
a shadow; there is no room, however well 
ighted, but has its darkened corner, aud 
he Almshouse is 110 exception to tbe gen- 
ral rule. Those who have read my last 
etter will remember that I spoke of the ab- 
ence of butter, and will remember the plea 
hat 1 mado in favor of butter for the agei). 
iontinuing my conversation with the stew- 


ard, he told me that the coffee was sweet- 
ened with molasses. I entirely forgot to 
ask him whether milk was served ou the 
cofl'ee or not. 
In fact the contemplation of 


uch a breakfast made me forget everything 
except sympathy, and pity for those utifor- 
unates who Lad no alternative but eat it, 
or starve. For breakfast, stale bread—not 
if the best quality—without butter; and 
coffee sweetened with molasses (perhaps 
without milk). Tbis is the bill of faie, as 
served up to our dependents in the Bucks 
;ounty Almshouse. Will my readers please 
:eep this bill of fare in their mind when 
they sit down to their dainty breakfasts in 
the morning, aud as they eat their snowy 
bread, on which golden butter lias been 
avisbly spread, aud sip the aromatic coffee 
in which lump sugar and cream have been 
blended, and partake of all the other dain- 
ties which money and good cooking has pro 
duced, in older to tempt your appetite, will 
you not, at least, think of those creatures 
in the almshouse, and Oder up a short prayei 
"lhat He who had not where to lay his bead': 


will pity them. I asked the stowaid if mo- 
lasses was used for the sake of economy ? 
but he said, "there is no economy in its use 
but my predecessors used it, and I nevei 
heard any complaints.'1 Now, if there is no 
economy in its use, why not use sugar in- 
stead ? why do we needlessly oppress the 
poor? 
Now, if it he true, as stated by a 


well known citizen, that it would be cheaper 
to pay our paupers' board iu the Coutineu 
tal, where does the money go ? it is eviden 
lhat it is not spent uu tbe paupers. I trus 
tbat our steward will deviate from the beatei 
track of his predecessors, aud btrike out fo 
himself a new track, and give the pauper 
sugar in tbeir coffee, and Ihe aged ones but- 
ter on their bread ; but if be has not powe 
to do so, I hope the diieclors will come t 
his aid, ana I lake this mode of appealing 
to 'Squite Kicsey to come forward and givi 
us aid to help the powerless. As to thi 
farm there was plenty of evidence that i 
was handled well, tbat is, if oue may jud 
from results, The huge corn cribs wer 
well filled, aLd corn was so plenty that 
tempoiary one had to be elected of larg 
size. The first question that suggests itsel 
to the visitor is, what will be done wilh s 
much corn ? A happy answer suggeste 
tlfey Yba!t"it'Tor corVee ; it" woulifrrjaf'? 
splendid aromatic cofl'ee, especially who 
sweetened with molasses. I make this sug 
gestion so that the county may profit by 
my wisdom, and save the taxpayers the cos 
of buying Java. But one will not be long at 
loss to know what is done with the corn 
for near by is a hog-pen. Eteie are congie 
gated big pigs, little pigs, old pigs, j;oun 
pigs, large pips, small pigs, fat pigs, leai 
pigs, and every conceivable sort of pigs. 1 
was the finest lot of bogs I ever saw. 1 am 
not a good hand at guessing, but still 
think they must number more than a hun 
died. I made a note of the number at th 
time, but mislaid it. There was also a lo 
of tobacco drying, which the steward sai< 
was the fjrst raised on the place, he also 
said that it would probably be sold, arid th 
money invested in tobacco to give to tin 
workmen. He told me that the work o 
the farm was nearly all done by the hands 
that they lined only two oulside hands dur 
ing the summer. 
The number of ininates 


in Hospital and Almsbou.se combined, was 
pretty close ou three hundred. 


Before I bring my letter to a close I wil! 


make a few remarks on visitor's day : I wii, 
first ask my readers should such a thing ex- 
ist? It must be very annoying to the 
steward to be troubled with visitors ou in- 
convenient days, but we must all leain to 
bear petty annoyances with fortitude: if he 
could not attend to visitors himself, he 
doubtless could find some one competent to 
do it in his stead. How would it suit the 
the public, if our teachers were to set apart 
a day for the reception of visitors, und il 
one who was ignorant of the rule should 
call at another lime, bluntly inform him 
thai he could not see the school, would we 
tolerate it ? indeed we would not. Now I 
hold that public institutions should be open 
to Ibe public ; there is no reason that tbe 
poorhouse door should be shut in tbe face 
of a visitor any more than the door of a 
school house 'I They are both supported by 
the people's money, and the people should 
bave access lo them at all times. Besides, 
there are other leasons why tbeir doors 
should be open at all times. One reason, 
and not the least, is, we want to see these 
jlaces as tiiey are usually kept, and not as 
they would look on visitor's day when 
everything has been fixed up to receive vis- 
lois. Visitor's day reminds me of eonie- 
hing that happened during the war. Dur- 
ng the summer of '03 or '04,1 forget which, 
I was an inmate of tbe United States Gen- 
eral Hospital, David's Island, New York 
larbor. At this time complaints had reached 
Washington, tbat soldiers iu the abi"e bos- 
pital were not Heated rightly (which they 
.eilainly were not). The Depaitin-iut, at 
Vashingtou determined to send & commit- 
eo lo visit the hospital and report, and 
o make sure of suiprising the hospital, so 
as to see things as they usually were, it 
letelmiucd to to make the visit ou Sunday 
morning, by the boat which arrived at 11 
'clock. No oue knew of the intended visit 


but the wise uieu at Washington. 
But 


alas, for secrecy. It leaked out, and on 
Saturday night, about I) o'clock, the orderly 
was sent through the Island with orders to 
scrub Ihe floors ou Sunday morning, change 
the linen, wash the patients and get every 
thing as neat as it was possible to make it. 
Well, at 11 o'clock the unexpected visitors 
arrived, went through the tents and pavil- 
ions, talked lo the patients, but as Surgeon 
Websler, Lho bead man of the I=land, was 


ith them they could 
learn nothing 


•om them..' The bell now called us tonlln- 
er, aud such a dinner! Bread and bul.ler, 
oast beef, coffee (not corn coffee), gravy, 
otatoes, and two ripe tomatoes to wind up 
n ; and to make things look better tho ta- 
les were covered with white table cloths, 
low we wished the visitors would cunie 
very day, There was no eating up each 
liter's crumbs, for thcte was full and plen- 
y for all. The visitors sat down and ale 
inner with us, and when pudding was 
nought fgr their dinner, refused it, saying 
!\at they did not waut to fare any betler 
han the nieu. But if one of them could 
lave hidden until supper time, and then 
make his ippearauce, he would find tha ta- 


ie cloths gone, the tea without milk, the 
read wi'Jiout butter, the boiled rice and 
neat supplanted by cold ruush ; such was 
be supper. Iu a day or two, the papers 
ontaincd a glowing accouut of tbe condi- 
ion of the liospital aud the board, and con- 
;ratulated Surgeon Webster on his manage- 
ment, assorting at the same time lhat the 
bland was taken by surpiise. Now I do 
not say (or believe) that such is the case at 
ha poorhouse, but I do say, tbat it may be 
o. By allmeaus, then, let visitor's day be 
a thing of the past. Let the old folks get 
butter on their bread, and let the cofl'ee be 
sweetened with sugar. After my visit was 
ended tbe steward invited me to dinner 
wilh him, but as I feared that il may raise 
the taxes next year, and knowing that times 
are hard, especially ou farmers, who are get- 
ting $1.00 per bushel for wheat. I declined 
with thanks. 


Steward Fetter will accept tny best thanks 


for his courtesy in taking mo through tho 
building, aud for his patience in answering 
my many questions. 1 believe he is doing a 


)d woik. May he long continue to per- 


form his onerous and unthankful duties. 
My tasu is finished, I havo tried to do my 
duty, I have tried to be impartial. If 1 
have erred at all, it is through ignorance, 
not willingly ; aud I sincerely trust that my 
readers will give my suggestions carefu 
thought, and not cease to agitate and use 
their influence to improve tbe board of our 
paupers.

Eleanor Evans Cook was bom in Phil- 


adelphia, April, 21, 1821. lier father was a 
member ot tbe Protestant Episcopal Church 
and her mother was connected, through the 
paients, with tho Society of Friends. She 
was tLo subject of tcligiouscouviction in very 
early lite. Becoming a scholar in Union 
M. ii. Sunday School, of Philadelphia, at 
tbe age of eleven, she was convened and 
united with the church. Removing soon 
al'iur to the vicinity of tbe Nazaielh M. E. 
Chuich her membership was transferred to 
it, and beie her mother (then a widow) wi. 
conveited and united with tlie church also, 
^he over maintained as a Christian a con- 
sistent walk and profession. Her piety 
was not demonstrative, out fervent, so that 
without obtruding it upon notice, it won for 
her the esteem ol all by whom she was 
known.
